KILLER SENT THREATS 


Officials: Texas massacre might link to domestic situation; 
alleged gunman’s mother-in-law attended the church 


The man identified as the shooter in Sunday’s attack at a Texas church had sent “threat- 
ening” texts to his mother-in-law, officials said Monday. 

The disclosure was part of a larger picture of the community emerging Monday, from the 
pastor mourning his slain 14-year-old daughter, to a report that an armed resident confront- 
ed the gunman outside the church and that the hero flagged down a passing truck to pursue 
the fleeing gunman, identified as Devin Kelley, 26, of New Braunfels, Texas. 

Kelley had a “domestic situation,” officials said, adding that his mother-in-law had at- 
tended First Baptist Church in Sutherland Springs, though she wasn’t there when 26 people 
were fatally shot and 20 more wounded.
